BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 82.29A RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) Al leasehold interests in property used for the placenent of
amateur radi o repeaters that are nmade avail able for use by, or are used
in support of, a public agency in the event of an energency or
potential energency to which the agency is, or nmay be, a qualified
responder, are exenpt fromtax under this chapter.

(2) For purposes of this act, "amateur radio repeater” neans an
el ectronic device that receives a weak or |lowlevel amateur radio
signal and retransmts it at a higher level or higher power, so that
t he signal can cover |onger distances w thout degradation, and is used
by amateur radio operators possessing a valid license issued by the
federal conmuni cati ons conmm ssi on.
